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STATEMENT 

This Renewed Petition is responsive to the Decision dated January 8, 2007 in the previously 
filed Petition under 37 C.F.R. 1.181, and is submitted to supplement and clarify the information 
supplied in the previous Petition filed October 8, 2006 concerning failure to receive a Notice of 
Allowance dated April 27, 2006. 
Regarding Change of Address 

In the January 8, 2007 Decision, the Petitions Attorney noted that the non-received April 
27, 2006 Notice Of Allowance was mailed to " Suite 105 ", 2916 West T.C. Jester, Houston, TX 
77018, which was the address of record, but that the address appearing on the October 8, 2006 
Petition was " Suite 100 " , 2916 West T.C. Jester, Houston, TX 77018. The Petitions Attorney 
indicated that it appeared that subsequent to filing of the application, the undersigned agent's 
address changed, and that the Notice of Allowance was properly mailed but the mailing may have 
been returned because the undersigned agent was no longer located at " Suite 105 ". The Peitions 
Attorney reasoned that the new occupant of Suite 105 would have returned the mailing to the 
U.S. Postal Service with an indication that it should be returned to the sender. 

The Petitions Attorney requested clarification why the undersigned agent's return address 
differed from the address of record, and if it has changed, to indicated when this occurred and 
why a change of correspondence address was not submitted. 

The return address differs from the address of record because the undersigned agent moved 
across the hall in the same office building from "Suite 105" into "Suite 100" subsequent to filing 
the application. However, the undersigned agent utilizes both mailing addresses, still receives 
mail addressed to either suite number, and has a key to the mailbox for both mailing addresses. 
Thus, a change of correspondence address was not submitted, nor necessary. 
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The present application (Serial No. 10/068,575) was filed February 28, 2002 and, with the 
exception of the April 27, 2006 Notice of Allowance, during the past 5 years the undersigned 
agent did receive, and responded to, ALL all of the corresponce in this application that was 
mailed to "Suite 105", as evidenced by the attached exhibits. 

(Exh. I) Cover sheet of Office Action mailed to Suite 500 from the USPTO on 06/23/2004. 
(Exh. J) Cover sheet of Office Action mailed to Suite 500 from the USPTO on 10/18/2004. 
(Exh. K) Cover sheet of Office Action mailed to Suite 500 from the USPTO on 02/08/2005. 
(Exh. L) Cover sheet of Office Action mailed to Suite 500 from the USPTO on 01/04/2006. 
(Exh. M) Cover sheet of Office Action mailed to Suite 500 from the USPTO on 08/30/2006. 

The above documents are evidence that if the mailing was addressed to "Suite 105", the 
correspondence address of record would have been received by the undersigned agent. If, as 
suggested by the Petition Attorney, the mailing was returned to the USPTO by the U.S. Postal 
Service because the undersigned agent was no longer located at "Suite 105", it is reasoned that 
the Patent Examiner or the USPTO mailroom personnel would have notified the undersigned of 
the returned mailing. However, no such notification was received. 
Regarding Broken Mailbox 

In the previous Petition, the undersigned agent provided a description of the procedures 
followed in handling incoming Office Actions, accompanied by the docket record and other 
documents mailed from the USPTO during the same time period as the non-received Notice of 
Allowance, and which were received. One Office Action (previous Exh. C) mailed April 4, 2006 
was addressed to "Suite 105" and the others were addressed to "Suite 100". Also during that 
same time period the undersigned agent learned that one Notice of Allowance (previous Exh. D) 
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mailed April 5, 2006 addressed to "Suite 100" was returned to the USPTO. The Patent Examiner 
in that case called the undersigned agent informing him that the Notice of Allowance had been 
returned as undeliverable, and faxed another copy of the Notice of Allowance. About that same 
time, it was discovered that the mail carrier had not been leaving the mail addressed to "Suite 
100" for a period of time and some mail may have been returned to the sender because he was 
unable to lock the mailbox for "Suite 100" (previous Exh. E). 

However, there was not a problem with the mailbox for "Suite 105". The undersigned 
agent does not know if the Notice of Allowance (previous Exh. D) in the other case was returned 
because the mail carrier had a problem with the mailbox lock, or whether it was returned because 
the address was not visible in the window of the USPTO envelope (See previous Exh. D-pg.4). 
The Patent Examiner in that case only indicted that Notice of Allowance had been returned as 
"undeliverable". 

Since there has been no problem with the lock for the mailbox for "Suite 105", no 
notification by the USPTO that the Notice of Allowance which is the subject of this Petition was 
returned as undeliverable, and and other mail addressed to both "Suite 105" and "Suite 100" 
during the same time period was in-fact received, the undersigned agent can only assume that it 
became lost in the mail enroute from the USPTO or that the mailing address was not visible in the 
window of the USPTO envelope. 

The present application has been pending for 5 years, and the undersigned agent and his 
client have been patiently waiting to receive the Notice of Allowance. Needless to say, if it had 
been received, the issue fee would have been promptly paid. 
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As discussed above, the undersigned agent receives mail addressed to both "Suite 105" and 
"Suite 100". However, the Petitions Attorney stated that the petitioner will not receive future 
correspondence related to this application unless a Change of Correspondence Address is 
submitted. 

A Change of Correspondence Address is submitted herewith. 



Mailing of a new Notice of Allowance and acknowledgement of the active status of this 
application is respectfully requested.
